With this exception he 
has weathered the changing seasons, 
the heavy smoke and the countless 
questions put to him by travelers, 
without ill effecta. 

Notable persons of all types and 
nations have known Hickey during 
his service of more than a half cen- 
tury. Shortly after the Civil War, 
Gen. Grant and his family arrived 
in St. Louis to visit Grant's farm. 
They arrived in the morning and 
could not depart until evening. “The 
General's family went down to the 
Southern Hotel,’ Hickey said, “but 
Grant stayed around the old station 
at Seventh and Poplar streets all 
day, talking to the ‘boss’ arid myself.

PARIS, Nov. 7.—The pound ster- 
ling made a new high record on the 
Paris Bourse today.
